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1. IN LETTER OF 26 NOVEMBER, 1970, JOHN CHADWICK OF UK 
DELEGATION NOTIFIED OECD THAT UNDER STATUTORY 
INSTRUMENT NO. 1 1 16 THE UNITED KINGDOM HAD EXTENDED 
APPLICATION TO GIBRALTAR OF THE CONVENTION ON THIRD 
PARTY LIABILITY IN THE FIELD OF NUCLEAR ENERGY DONE AT 
PARIS, JULY 29, 1960. THIS EXTENSION WAS EFFECTED 
UNDER SECTION 23(B) OF UK NUCLEAR INSTALLATIONS ACT OF 
1965, AS AMENDED BY THE ACT OF 1969. 

2. GOVERNMENTS WERE NOTIFIED OF THIS ACTION BY SAFI, AND 
IN LETTER SENV(70)1 1 DATED 4 DECEMBER 1970. 

3. NEA IS NOT AWARE THAT UK HAS YET EXTENDED APPLICATION 
TO GIBRALTAR UNDER SUPPLEMENTARY BRUSSELS CONVENTION OF 
JANUARY 31 1963. THEY POINT OUT HOWEVER, THAT IN 

ARTICLE 24(B) OF BRUSSELS CONVENTION EXTENSION OUTSIDE 
OF METROPOLITAN TERRITORIES MUST BE ADDRESSED AS A 
REQUEST TO THE BELGIAN GOVERNMENT. IT IS 
POSSIBLE THAT UK WILL NOT ACT ON THE EXTENSION TO
